HE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Rrfirescn’atrucs  of  the  United  States 
rf  America,  in  Congress  assemble  d,  That 
the  non-coinrnissioiiecl  officers,  musicians 
ami  privates  ol  the  light  dragoons  shali 
receive  tlte  same  uniform  clotliing  as  is 
now  provided  hy  law  for  the  artillery  and 
infaiitiy,  excepting  one  pair  of  gaiters 
and  four  pair  of  shoes,  in  lieu  of  which, 
each  person  shall  be  annuaJly  entitled  to 
receive  one  pair  of  boots,  and  two  pair 
of  shoes. 

bcE.  2.  .And  belt  further  enacted.  That 
the  non-coniniissioned  officers,  musicians 
and  privates  of  the  regiment  (>f  light  ar 
tiliery,  shall  receive  the  same  clothing 
as  the  light  dragoons,  when  ordered  to 
be  mounted. 

Sec.  3.  And  belt  further  enacted,  That 
all  the  officers,  excf.pting  general  offi- 
cers, who  may  be  a))poiiUcd  during  the 
present  session  of  Congress  under  the 
“ Act  to  raise  an  additional  niiliiry  force,” 
shall  take  rank  in  such  matiner  as  the 
President  of  the  United  States  shall  di- 
rect, witho-at  regard  to  priority  of  ap- 
pointment.

BE//  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
\of  Refiresenlatives  of  t.'ie  United  Stctis 
I of  .America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
tJohn  Laird,  Henry  Foxel,  Stephen  B. 
j Batch,  Robert  Beverly,  Robert  Munroe, 
J.rlin  Me  DaniG.  Junr.  David  ^Vilcv. 


Walter  D.  Addison,  Daniel  Eussard. 
Francis  S.  Key,  Walter  Smith,  John  Ab- 
bott. and  their  successors,  duly  elected 
or  appointed,  in  manner  herein  directed, 
be,  and  they  arc  hereby  made,  declared 
atid  constituted,  a coqioration  and  botly 
politic,  in  law  and  in  fact,  to  have  contin- 
uance for  ever,  by  i!ie  name,  stile  and  ti- 
tle, of  n Tlie  Tni“*'.cs  ot  the  George- 
town Lancaster  School  Society.” 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
ail  and  singular,  the  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  rights,  privileges,  goods 
and  chattels,  heretofore  given,  granted, 
devised  or  bequeathed,  to  the  said  school, 
or  to  any  person  or  persons,  for  the  use 
thereof,  or  that  have  been  purchased  for 
or  on  account  of  the  s.ame,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  vested  in  and  confirmed  to  the 
said  coporation : And  further.  That  the 
said  corporation  may  purchase,  take,  rc- 
ecitc  and  enjoy,  any  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  riglits  or  privileges,  or  a- 
ny  goods,  chattels,  or  other  efTecls,  of 
what  kind  of  nature  soever,  which  sliall 
or  may  licreafter  be  given,  granted,  sold, 
bequeathed  or  demised,  unto  them  by 
any  person  or  persons,  bodies  )X)!itic  or 
corporate,  capable  of  making  such  gift, 
grant,  sale  or  bequest  ; and  the.  saiil  ])ro- 
peny,  real  and  personal,  to  rent,  sell, 
convey,  and  confirm,  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  any 
person  or  persons,  bodies  iiolitic  or  cor- 
porate, may  or  can  do  ; Provided,  That 
the  clear  annual  income  of  ?J1  such  pro- 
perty may  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  ; and  that  tlie  aforesaid 
properly,  real  and  personal, be  consider- 
ed as  held  in  trust,  under  the  manage- 
ment and  at  the  disposal,  of  said  corpora- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
penses incidental  to  said  school. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  said  corporation,  by  the  name,  stile 
and  title  aforesaid,  be,  and  shall  he  here- 
after, for  ever  able  and  cajiable  in  law  to 
sue  and  to  be  sued,  ])lead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  any  court  or  courts,

Virginia  Dictation  .'—This  state  votes  for  e 
lectors  by  a General  ticket  : to  produce  a con- 
currence of  exertion,  this  ticket  must  be  form- 
ed by  persans  drawn  from  different  parts  of  tbe 
state,  in  whom  the  people  can  confide  j the  le- 
gislature is  a body  of  this  description  j they 
have  uniformly  framed  this  ticket .-  and  as  they 
were  not  to  meet  again  previous  to  the  election 
they  undertook  to  do  it  at  their  last  session,  a 
few’  davs  before  the  end  of  it  ; they  postponed 
it  as  long  as  possible ; until  they  found  that 
from  the  number  of  members  departing  for  their 
homes,  then  was  some  risk  of  having  but  a thin 
meeting  : this  nomination  took  place  at  a later 
period,  than  ever  it  has  been  before:  members 
of  tlie  legislature  were  under  a necessity  of  re 
commending  the  candidates  whom  they  named 
by  some  political  predilections;  they  were  at- 
tached to  the  administration  of  Mr.  .Madison,  & 
did  not  suppose  that  adhering  to^a  rule  which 
had  been  observed  on  two  other  occasions,  of 
continuing  the  present  incumbent  in  office, 
(where  nosufficent  objection  appeared  against 
him)  would  incur  the  imputation  of  dictating 
to  our  sister  states  ; in  the  course  of  tlieir  res- 
pective nominations  they  therefore  stated  that 
the  persons  named  by  them  were  the  friends 
of  Mr.  .Madison  and  would  vote  for  him. 

These  are  the  simp'..’  facts  in  the  case : and 
yet  this  is  said  to  be  dictating  to  her  sister 
states.

French  Official  Account  of  the 
SURRENDER  OF  VALENCIA. 

Report  of  Count  Sucliet  to  the  Prince  of  Neuf. 
chutel  and  tVagrain. 

“ Head  Quarters,  Valencia,  Jan.  12. 

« Monseigneur — I beg  your  Serene 
Highness  to  announce  to  his  Majesty  the 
Emperor,  that  his  orders  have  been  exe- 
cuted : Valencia  has  submitted  to  his 
arms. 

“ The  rapid  movements  of  the  29th  of 
Dec.  forced  the  enemy  to  retire  into  their 
fortified  lines;  the  pursuit  of  the  troops 
which  escaped  from  Valencia  to  San  Phi 
lippe,  deprived  Blake  of  all  hope  of  suc- 
cor ; the  investment  w.is  finished  with 
perseverance  ; and  with  the  greatest,  va- 
lour repulsed  three  sorties. 

“ The  boldness  of  the  engineers,  whe , 
in  the  niglits  of  the  1st  and  2d  of  Janua- 
ry, opened  trenches  within  from  70  to  80 
toiscs  of  the  enemy's  works,  and  who  in 
four  days  and  four  nights  carried  their 
mines  within  50  toiscs  of  the  fosse  ; the 
surprising  efforts  of  the  artillery,  who  e- 
rected  batteries  at  60  toiscs,  and  which 
they  succeeded  in  arming,  notwithstand- 
ing the  rains  ai  d dreadful  roads ; tht 
constancy  of  the  infantry  in  sharing  in  all 
these  labours,  caused  the  abandonmcni 
of  the  enemy's  lines,  defended  by  80  pie- 
ces of  cannon. 

'•  These  lines  arc  6000toises  in  extent. 


Valencia  expendeu  12,000,000  of  reals, 
and  employed  some  thousands  of  men  for 
two  years  in  erecting  them. 

" On  the  5tli  I commenced  the  bom- 
bardment, and  on  the  6th  offered  a capi- 
tulation, which  being  refused,  I doubled 
our  fire,  and  in  three  days  and  three  nights, 
2,700  bombs  were  thrown  into  the  city, 
causing  explosions,  and  several  vast  fires. 
The  artillery,  by  a praise  worthy  emula- 
tion, succeuded  in  erecting  two  batteries 
manned  with  ten  24  pounders  each,  ready 
to  make  a breach  in  the  interior  defence. 
The  engineers,  with  their  usual  activity, 
had  effected  a lodgment  in  the  last'houscs 
of  the  suburbs,  and  placed  mines  under 
two  of  the  principal  gates  of  the  town  ; 
when  General  Blake,  fearing  the  terri’ole 
and  near  approach  of  an  assault,  accept- 
ed the  following  capitulation,  which  pla- 
ces in  the  power  of  the  EmiM.:or  the  city 
of  Valencia,  374  pieces  of  artillery, 
180,0001b.  of  powder,  3,000,000  cf  car- 
tridges, 16,131  prisoners  of  the  line,  ac- 
cording to  the  accompanying  statement, 
delivered  by  the  General  in  Chief  of  the 
Spanish  Staff,  and  1050  sick  in  the  hospi- 
tals of  Valencia  and  V'aldigna;  1800  ca- 
valry and  artillery  horses,  21  stands  of 
colours,  893  Officers,  22  Generals  or 
Brigadiers,  among  whom  are  Zayas  and 
Lardizabel,  commanding  the  expedition- 
ary divisions  ; Miranda,  Marco  del  Ponte, 
Commander  of  the  Valencian  Army ; 
Sea,  Commandant  of  the  Cavalry;  the 
Marquis  of  Rucca,  &c.  four  Lieutenant 
Generals,  six  Field  Marshals,  and  a great 
number  of  Colonels  ; the  General  in 
Chief  O'Donnel,  and  Captain  General 
Blake.”

It  appears  that  nearly  one  sixth  of  the  whole 
inhabitants  of  this  town,  and  nearly  one-fifth  of 
most  of  the  other  large  tow  ns  in  this  county, 
are  now  in  a condition  to  require  the  aid  of 
charitable  relief  Had  it  not  been  for  the  un- 
common mildness  of  the  season,  it  is  believed 
the  number  would  have  been  much  greater. 
This  is  a state  of  afi'airs  which  we  believe  is 
without  example,  except  at  the  time  of  severe 
scarcity  in  1810. 

The  Hannibal,  American  armed  ship,  which 
arrived  yesterday  from  Baltimore,  was  chased 
near  three  days  before  her  detention,  and  out- 
sailed La  Alemen,  and  W'ouhl  not  have  now 
been  detained  had  she  not  been  disabled  in  a 
gale  of  wind,  wliich  carried  away  her  top-gal- 
lant masts  and  main  yard. 

The  Hannibal  American  armed  ship  was 
built  for  Cliristuphe,  the  Emperor  of  Hayli  ; 
but  payment  being  slack,  she  was  purchased 
and  fitted  out  by  a company  of  American  nier- 
chanu  at  Baltimore.  Before  she  was  disabled, 
she  outsailed  the  Nicmenand  .Madusa.  She  is 
supposed  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  ships 
out  of  .\mcrica,  and  measures  850  tons,  and 
looks  like  a frigate.

LONDON,  MARCH  5. 

Letters  and  newspapers  from  Paris  to 
the  first  inst.  have  arrived.  The  princi- 
pal journals  are  barren  of  all  intelligence 
respecting  the  Peninsula,  and  they  seem 
cautiously  to  avoid  any  statements  res- 
pecting the  north  of  Europe.  Private 
letters  however,  say,  that  Marshal  Ber- 
their  has  already  set  off  from  Parris  to 
take  the  ca«smand,  interim,  of  the  army 
on  the  Polish  frontiers. 

The  Emperor  himself  is  expected  to 
follow  Bertheir  in  a few  days,  haWng  sig-

By  extracts  from  the  Paris  papers,  it 
appears,  the  Russian  and  Turkish  armies 
still  keep  the  field. 

No  intelligence  has  yet  been  received 
from  Gen.  Hill.  It  is  hourly  expected. 

It  is  again  reported,  that  an  embargo 
has  been  laid  in  the  Danish  ports,  prepa- 
ratory as  it  is  supposed  to  the  sailing  of 
the  Expedition  against  Anholt. 

We  believe  we  may  confidently  state, 
that  the  Earl  of  Cholmondcley,  has  ac- 
cepted the  office  of  Lord  Stewart  of  the 
Household ; and  we  apprehended  the 
Marquis  of  Hertford  will  be  appointed 
Lord  Chamberlain,  if  he  has  not  been  s« 
already, 

Mr.  Henry  Wellesley,  his  Majesty's 
Ambassador  at  Cadiz,  and  Mr.  Adair, 
his  Majesty's  late  Minister  at  Constanti- 
nople, and  formerly  at  Vienna,  are,  we  un- 
derstand, to  he  decorated  with  the  Or- 
der of  the  Bath,  in  consideration  of  their 
diplomatic  services  on  their  respective 
missions.  This  mark  of  the  Sovereign's 
favor  is,  we  are  assured,  to  be  confeiTcd 
in  consequence  of  a special  recommen- 
dation made  by  the  Marquis  Wellesley  to 
the  Prince  Regent,  prior  to  the  noble 
Marquis's  resignation  of  the  Seals  of  the 
Foreign  Department.  It  is  now  admitted, 
that  the  Earl  of  Moria  has  definitely  re- 
fused the  Order  of  the  Garter,  proi- 
fered  particularly  to  him  by  the  Prince 
Regent,  as  a special  mark  of  his  higk 
personal  favor  and  con.sidei  ation. 

Messrs.  Didear,  Randall  Sc  Hall  .Ameri- 
can gentlemen,  from  London,  embarked 
on  Monday  evening  at  Plymouth,  on 
board  the  Jane  brig  cartel,  from  Morlaix, 
having  despatches  from  the  American 
Charge  d'Affairs  in  London,  for  the  Ame- 
rican Minister  at  Paris.  They  sailed  di- 
rectly, and  seemed  in  great  hurry  to  get 
over.

Ministerial  arrangements. — Though  no 
further  progress  in  the  ministerial  ar- 
rangernents  has  been  officially  announ- 
ced, it  is  understood  that  the  new  chan- 
ges and  appointments  will  in  a few  days 
be  declared.

Bragge  Bathurat,  it  is  said,  will  be  his 
successor — Lord  Melville  is  named  as 
the  successor  of  Mr.  Yorke  at  the  Admi- 
ralty Board,  and  the  Eari  of  Bucking- 
hamshire to  succeed  his  Lordship  at  the 
Board  of  Countroul — Mr.  Vanstiitart  and 
Mr.  H.  Addington, it  is  stated,  arc  also  to 
have  official  appointments.  Whether 
Mr.  Ryder  will  retire,  as  was  repoi  ted 
some  time  back,  is  a matter  of  uncertainty.

I lie  institution  is  furnished '.villi  an  extensive 
and  valuable  library,  eiiibiacing  every  provi.icc 
of  literature  ; the  use  of  which  is  e.xieuded  to 
the  students  for  an  inconsiderable  sum. 

-\lso,  there  is  provided  a pliilisopliiral  .ap- 
paratus, calculated  to  aid  tlie  pupils’  rc.search- 
es  into  the  sciences  ol  gcograpuy,  asiniiio.-ny 
and  the  various  branc'iv-.s  of  natural  pli.losoiuiy. 

The  facility  in  the  University  consist  of  a 
professor  of  natural  pliilosnphy  and  geography, 
a protbs.sor  of  moral  philosophy,  history , logic 
and  Irelles  leltres,  and  a professor  of  grammar 
and  the  dead  languages,  .iiid  a teacher  of  the 
I'lX-nch  language.  The  gentleman  who  lately 
oecupied  this  last  static. i has  resigned — but  a,- 
notlier  has  been  appointed  whose  experience 
gives  assurance  that  he  wdl  lender  satisfaction. 
Tlie  other  oliircs  are  also  filled  by  gentlemen 
of  experience,  and  who  have  occupied  their 
present  professorships  for  many  years — all  . of 
them  are  esteemed  masters  in  ilicdc])artme:.ts, 
over  which  they  preside.  .\iul  iudguig  more 
particularly  liom  the  fniits  of  llieir  labours 
(the  jirogicss  of  the  youth  under  thc.r  care) 
they  im  rit  public  confidence.  ,M  the  late  i x- 
aminaliou,  tlie  students  evinced  that  their 
time  had  not  been  consumed  in  idleness.  Toeir 
pioliciency  in  the  various  scientific  pursuits  to 
which  their  attention  had  been  d.  voted,  m.ani- 
fested  their  industry,  and  the  successful  melh- 
o<ts  of  instruction  practised  by  thei.-  iireceptois. 
Several  of  the  pi  emiums  provided  to  be  gii  eii 
to  those  who  had  made  the  greatest progetss  in 
iheir  studies,  could  not  he  distributed  hv  the 
judges,  pursuant  to  the  origm.d  iiUention,  ow. 
ing  to  the  young  men  h.,ving  equally  made 
themselves  masters  of  the  subjects  ot  study. 

Tlie  rules  provided  for  the  government  of 
the  university  are  mild,  yet  eflicient.  Inas- 
much as  the  students  are  obedient,  orderly  and 
moral— and  botli  among  themselves  •ml  helw  ten 
them  and  the  citizens  of  the  town,  entire  har- 
mony prevails. 

With  respect  to  religion — the  students  are 
required  to  attend  piilibc  worship  regularlv— 
whilst  at  the  same  lime,  care  is  Uiktn  hv  the 
board  of  trustee.s  to  previ  iil  any  prepondera- 
ting influence  of  any  particular  profession  of 
clii'istianity.and  to  pursue  impartiality  amongst

year  for  scientific  students,  and  g 10  for  tfiose 
who  are  exclusively  eonriutil  to  grammar  and 
the  liinguages-paid  m advance.  Those  w ho  use 
the  library  pay  g 1.  fyiiring  the  winter  session, 
or  had' rear,  each  sltidenl  must  contribute  his 
proportion  of  fuel,  which  costs  about  g I 50. 

Hoarding,  including  diet,  room,  lodging,  lire 
and  candles  may  be  had  in  town  generally  at 
g50  the  half  year,  tho’  in  some  instances  g 60 
have  been  paid.
